The  Downtown  Campus  at  800  Mission  Street  was  constructed  in  1978  at 
a  cost  of  about  $9  million  with  about  one  quarter  of  the  construction  costs 
funded  from  State  Community  College  Bond  Funds  and  three  quarters  from  local 
ad  valorem  taxes.  Construction  required  the  prior  approval  of  some  17 
agencies,  one  of  which  was  the  California  Post-Secondary  Education  Commission. 
In  reviewing  the  proposed  project,  CPEC  staff  reported  that,  "During  the 
District's  initial  planning  for  the  Campus,  other  education  institutions 
expressed  interest  in  utilizing  part  of  the  facility  for  some  of  their 
programs.  One  of  them,  California  State  University,  San  Francisco,  has  long 
sought  a  new  downtown  campus  for  its  upper  division  and  graduate  level 
extension  programs,  and  would  utilize  the  facility  on  a  space-available 
basis."  CPEC  adopted  the  staff  recommendation  which  read  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  Downtown  Center  be  approved,  subject  to  the  development  of  a  formal 
agreement  for  use  of  the  facility  by  the  California  State  University, 
San  Francisco.  ..." 

Dr.  Louis  F.  Batmale,  by  letter  dated  June  17,  1974  and  Dr.  Paul  F 
Romberg  of  SFSU,  by  letter  dated  June  21,  1974,  agreed  that  the  SFCCD  would, 
"provide  space  to  house  the  equivalent  of  8,000  C.S.U.  weekly  student  contact 
hours.  It  is  anticipated  that  a  significant  number  of  these  Upper  Division 
and  graduate  classes  will  be  held  over  the  weekend  and  that  an  equal  number 
will  be  large  sections  approximating  100." 

SFSU  has  used  and  paid  for  space  in  the  Downtown  Campus  since  the 
Spring  Semester  1979.  The  agreement  is  substantially  the  same  as  the  previous 
one  and  is  consistent  with  the  letters  exchanged  between  the  institutions  in 
1974.

Board  of  Trustees'  approval  is 
required.

However,  employees 
are  to  be  reimbursed  only  if  said  property  is  stolen  from  the  employee  by  robbery  as  that  term 
is  defined  in  California  Penal  Code  Section  21 1,  while  the  employee  is  in  the  line  of  duty. 

Reimbursement  is  limited  to  the  following  personal  property:  eyeglasses,  hearing 
aids,  dentures,  watches,  articles  of  clothing  necessarily  worn  or  carried  by  the  employee,  or 
vehicles.  Claims  for  reimbursement  under  this  section  in  an  amount  less  than  $10  shall  not  be 
approved.  Reimbursement  under  this  section  shall  be  limited  to  the  actual  value  of  the  property, 
reduced  by  any  insurance  proceeds,  at  the  time  of  damage  or  loss,  and  in  no  event  shall  exceed 
$1,000  per  occurrence.

Amendment  of  Policy  Manual  Section  3.31 


President  and  Members: 

Policy  Manual  Section  3.31  (Reassignment  of  Administrators)  establishes  an 
elaborate  procedure  regarding  assigning  an  administrator  who  does  not  have  a  multi-year  contract 
to  a  nonadministrative  position  based  on  prior  evaluations.  It  was  adopted  in  1983,  well  before 
the  system- wide  reforms  of  AB1725  and  the  District's  reorganization.  It  presumes  that  the 
described  procedures  can  effect  an  assignment  to  a  nonadministrative  position,  e.g.,  a  faculty 
assignment. 

Under  AB1725,  an  academic  administrator  whose  first  day  of  paid  service  in  the 
District  is  on  or  after  July  1,  1990  does  not  automatically  accrue  tenure  as  a  faculty  member. 
Such  persons  may  be  accepted  as  probationary  faculty  if  they  satisfy  a  process  agreed  to  by 
representatives  of  the  Board  and  the  Academic  Senate  and  approved  by  the  Board.  The 
Academic  Senate  is  currently  considering  an  appropriate  process.  Because  PM  Section  3.31  does 
not  contemplate  such  a  process,  it  is  inconsistent  with  AB1725  to  the  extent  that  such  a  process 
would  be  subverted. 

Apart  from  potential  conflicts  with  AB1725,  Section  3.31  is  inconsistent  with  the 
reorganization  adopted  by  the  Board.  Finally,  although  PM  3.31  purports  to  be  a  policy 
statement,  it  is  more  appropriately  labeled  a  procedure.  It  is  preferable  for  the  Board  to  adopt 
policy  and  direct  the  Chancellor  to  implement  that  policy  by  establishing  administrative 
regulations  and  appropriate  procedures. 

The  Board  has  no  current  policy  statement  regarding  the  evaluation  of 
administrative  personnel.  A  policy  statement  on  this  topic  would  underscore  the  importance  of 
evaluation.   The  proposed  policy  revision  includes  such  a  statement.

PM  3 . 3 1  EVALUATION  AND  REASSIGNMENT  OF  ADMINISTRATORS 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Board  that  evaluations  of  administrators  be  conducted 
regularly  and  at  reasonable  intervals  for  all  administrative  personnel.  The  evaluation  process 
should  promote  professionalism  and  yield  a  useful  assessment  of  performance.  The  Chancellor 
shall  develop  procedures  in  cooperation  with  the  Academic  Senates.  UPE.  and  the 
Administrators '  Association  to  ensure  that  this  policy  is  reflected  in  an  effective  evaluation  of 
the  professional  efforts  of  those  occupying  administrative  positions. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  District  that  decisions  regarding  the  reassignment  of 
administrators  to  non-administrative  positions  be  based  upon  the  needs  of  the  District.  The 
administration  shall  provide  notice  of  possible  release  to  a  non-administrative  assignment  in 
accordance  with  applicable  law.

Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Section  58191  reads  in  part 
as  follows:  "The  governing  board  of  each  community  college  district  shall 
hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  in  a 
district  facility,  or  some  other  place  conveniently  accessible  to  the 
residents  of  the  district,  any  day  during  or  before  the  first  week  in 
September  but  at  least  three  days  following  availability  of  the  proposed 
budget  for  public  inspection,  at  which  any  resident  in  the  district  may  appear 
and  object  to  the  proposed  budget  or  any  item  in  the  budget.  The  hearing  may 
be  concluded  on  the  proposed  budget  when  there  are  no  requests  for  further 
hearing  on  file.  The  budget  shall  not  be  finally  adopted  by  the  governing 

board  of  the  district  until  after  the  public  hearing  has  been  held 

Notification  of  dates  and  location  or  locations  at  which  the  proposed  budget 
may  be  inspected  by  the  public  and  the  date,  time  and  location  of  the  public 
hearing  on  the  proposed  budget  shall  be  published  by  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  district,  or  if  there 
is  no  such  newspaper,  then  in  any  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the 
county,  at  least  three  days  prior  to  the  availability  of  the  proposed  budget 
for  public  inspection " 

Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Section  58196  reads  in  part 
as  follows:  "(d)  On  or  before  the  seventh  day  of  September  the  governing 
board  of  each  community  college  district  shall  adopt  a  final  budget " 

On  July  25,  1991,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  Resolution  No. 
910725-B1,  setting  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  public  hearing  on  the 
SFCCD  Proposed  1991-92  Budget  and  set  August  22,  1991  as  the  date  for 
publication  of  the  public  notice  indicating  the  dates  and  location  at  which 
the  proposed  budget  may  be  inspected  by  the  public.  The  proposed  budget  was 
available  for  public  inspection  from  August  19,  1991  through  August  21,  1991 
at  the  District  Administration  Office,  Budget  Section,  33  Gough  Street,  San 
Francisco,  California.  On  August  22,  1991,  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  on 
the  Proposed  Budget  1991-92.

Section  4  -  That  the  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Administration  are  hereby  authorized  to  convert  the 
budget  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  Community  College 
District  forms  to  the  official  State  forms  prescribed  by  the  Chan- 
cellor, California  Community  College;  to  execute,  process,  and  file 
all  necessary  documents  required  by  the  Education  Code  or  the 
California  Code  of  Regulations,  which  documents  are  made  a  part  of 
this  resolution;  to  place  a  copy  of  all  budget  documents  in  the 
official  files  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  and  due  to 
the  fact  that  certain  entries  on  the  State  forms  are  based  on 
estimates,  to  use  the  latest  available  information  when  preparing 
all  entries  concerning  the  1990-91  Expenditures,  1990-91  Income,  and 
1991-92  Income  sections  of  the  budget.  Entries  concerning  the  1991 - 
92  Expenditures  section  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  total 
proposed  expenditures  included  in  the  Recommended  Final  Budget  1991 - 
92  as  listed  above. 

Section  5  -  That  the  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Administration  are  hereby  authorized  to  convert  the 
budget  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  Community  College 
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District  forms  to  the  forms  and  accounts  required  by  the  San 
Francisco  Controller;  to  execute  all  necessary  budgetary  documents, 
including  current  and  subsequent  budget  transfers  as  required  under 
the  San  Francisco  Controller's  procedure,  provided  they  are  within 
the  purposes  and  amounts  of  the  budgets  adopted  on  Community  College 
District  forms.

transfers  from  the  Appropriation  for  Contingencies  to  any 
expenditure  classification  shall  be  made  only  by  formal  resolution 
approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Governing  Board 
as  provided  for  in  Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Section 
58199;  that  transfers  between  major  budget  classifications  shall  be 
made  only  by  a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  provided  for  in  Title  5, 
California  Code  of  Regulations,  Section  58199;  and  that  other 
transfers  between  subordinate  accounts  within  a  single  major 
classification  may  be  made  by  the  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 
Administration. 
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Section  3  -  That  the  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Administration  are  hereby  authorized;  first,  to  expend 
from  the  available  funds  budgeted  for  the  position;  second,  to 
transfer  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Title  5,  California  Code  of 
Regulations,  Section  58199  and  expend  from  the  available  funds 
budgeted  for  personal  services;  and  third,  to  transfer  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  Title  5,  California  Code  of  Education,  Section 
58199  and  expend  from  any  other  available  budgeted  funds  for  lump 
sum  payments  to  classified  employees  upon  death  or  retirement  for 
service  or  separation  caused  by  industrial  accident  for  accumulated 
sick  leave  benefits  in  accordance  with  Civil  Service  Commission  Rule 
22,  Section  22.02.B9.  Provided,  however,  that  the  position  held  by 
an  employee  who  is  entitled  to  such  lump  sum  payment  will  not  be 
filled  with  either  a  permanent  or  temporary  replacement  until  such 
lump  sum  payment  has  been  recovered  from  funds  budgeted  for  personal 
services,  and  further  provided  that  in  the  event  that  said  position 
must  be  filled  immediately  it  may  be  so  filled  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Chancellor  and  approval  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  a 
resolution  providing  funds  for  the  purpose. 

Section  4  -  That  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and 
the  San  Francisco  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  continue  the  existing  special  and  trust  funds,  revolving 
funds  and  reserves;  and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each 
such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the 
conditions  under  which  such  fund  was  established.  The  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  special  and 
trust  funds  and  reserves  as  may  be  created  by  either  additional 
requests  or  under  other  conditions  and  the  receipts  in  each  fund  are 
hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  for  the  purposes  and 
subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  fund  was  established. 

Section  5  -  That  whenever  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 

District  shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from  the 
United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from  any 
public  or  semi -public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or 
corporation  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  converted  into  money, 
there  shall  be  set  up  on  the  books  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller,  a  special  fund  or 
account  evidencing  the  said  moneys  so  received  and  specifying  the 
special  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which 
they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be  maintained  as 
long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property  remains.  Such 
receipts  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  for  the 
purpose  and  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  receipt  was 
received. 

Section  6  -  That  permanent  certificated  and  classified  positions 
continued  or  created  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  the 
Adopted  Budget,  may  be  increased,  decreased,  or  reclassified  only  by 
a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for 
permanent  classified  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the 
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Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  be  used  to  provide 
for  a  temporary  employment  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  a 
permanent  occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave  without 
pay,  or  for  the  temporary  filling  of  a  vacancy  in  a  permanent 
classified  position.  Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for 
permanent  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor  and/or 
Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  be  transferred  to  certificated 
hourly  accounts  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  a  permanent 
occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave  without  pay.  Such 
transfers  shall  be  made  only  on  a  semester  by  semester  basis.  Funds 
provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for  permanent  certificated  positions 
may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 
Administration  be  transferred  to  other  permanent  certificated 
positions  when  the  incumbent  of  such  position  becomes  or  ceases  to 
be  a  department  chairperson. 

Section  7  -  That  surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  made  for 
permanent  positions  in  the  Adopted  Budget,  shall  be 
transferred  by  the  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Administration 
to  a  Salary  Savings  Account  in  the  fund  of  which  the  appropriation 
is  a  part.  Each  Salary  Savings  Account  in  excess  of  the  amount 
anticipated  and  appropriated  as  revenues  in  the  Adopted  Budget  is 
for  the  related  departments  appropriated  for  adjusting  the 
provisions  for  compensation  of  a  permanent  position  wherein  the 
amount  provided  such  compensation  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  for  the 
employee,  whether  permanently  or  temporarily  employed,  the  compen- 
sation said  employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive.  Each  Salary 
Savings  Account  in  excess  of  the  amount  anticipated  and  appropriated 
as  revenues  in  the  Adopted  Budget  is  for  the  related  departments 
appropriated  for  the  payment  of  retroactive  classified  salaries  when 
salary  rates  are  adjusted  retroactively  by  legislative  action  of  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  San  Francisco  Mayor  and 
by  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  SFCCD. 

Section  8  -  That  moneys  received  as  payment  for  damage  to  SFCCD 
automobiles  or  trucks,  or  other  property,  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  pay  the  cost  of  repairing  such  equipment  or 
property.  Any  excess  funds,  and  any  amount  received  for  damaged 
equipment  which  is  not  to  be  repaired  shall  be  credited  to 
Miscellaneous  Revenues  of  the  General  Fund;  provided  that  where  the 
property  is  damaged  during  construction  and  such  construction  is 
funded  from  the  Capital  Outlay  Projects  Fund,  the  excess  funds  shall 
be  credited  to  the  specific  construction  project  in  the  Capital 
Outlay  Projects  Fund. 

PART  3  -  GENERAL  FUND  -  PART  B  RESTRICTED 

Section  1  -  The  General  Fund  -  Part  B  Restricted  portion  of  the 

SFCCD  Budget  contains  appropriation  of  categorical  funds 
from  Disabled  Students  Programs  and  Services  (DSPS),  Matriculation, 
Adult  Basic  Education,  and  Extended  Opportunity  Program  and  Services 
(EOPS),  Parts  A  &  B.  EOPS  Part  C  is  appropriated  and  expended  in 
the  Student  Financial  Aid  Fund.  Such  appropriation  shall  be 
increased  or  decreased  in  amount  to  the  amount  for  such  purposes 
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made  available  during  the  year  1991-92  by  cash  receipts  or 
allocations  from  the  State  of  California  or  by  amounts  carried  over 
from  the  prior  fiscal  year.  Within  each  categorical  program, 
transfers  from  the  unallocated,  transfers  between  accounts,  and 
transfers  between  major  classes  are  authorized  to  be  made  by  the 
Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  to  the  extent 
permitted  by  the  State  of  California  in  the  operation  of  the 
applicable  categorical  program. 

PART  4  -  CHILD  DEVELOPMENT  FUND 

Section  1  -  The  Child  Development  Fund  portion  of  the  SFCCD  Budget 
contains  appropriation  of  categorical  funds  from  State 
Preschool  Program,  Center-Public  Child  Development  Program,  and 
Campus  Child  Care  Bailout.  Such  appropriation  shall  be  increased  or 
decreased  in  amount  to  the  amount  for  such  purposes  made  available 
during  the  year  1991-92  by  cash  receipts  or  allocations  from  the 
State  of  California.  Within  each  categorical  program,  transfers 
from  the  unallocated,  transfers  between  accounts,  and  transfers 
between  major  classes  are  authorized  to  be  made  by  the  Chancellor 
and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  to  the  extent  permitted  by 
the  State  of  California  in  the  operation  of  the  applicable 
categorical  program.

The  new  legislation  greatly  expands  the  job-related  education 
efforts.

The  Physical  Education  Department,  North  Gym,  City  College  of  San 
Francisco,  wishes  to  contract  with  (a)  Mark  Schwartz  to  provide  drummer 
services  for  day  classes  and  with  (b)  Craig  Goodmond  to  provide  drummer 
services  for  evening  classes  for  the  African-Haitian  Dance  classes  for  the 
school  year. 

It  is  important  to  have  drummers  because  in  an  African-Haitian 
and/or  traditional  African  dance  class,  an  atmosphere  is  created  as  closely  as 
possible  to  all  the  traditional  realms  of  African  Society. 

An  attitude  of  unity,  oneness  within  a  community,  is  critical  to 
create  in  the  classroom  to  express  traditional  African  dance.  The  live  drum 
is  important  in  achieving  this  unity. 

Africa  has  a  rich  variety  of  art  forms  in  religious  and  communal 
artifacts.  Both  music  forms  and  dance  forms  were  regarded  by  Africans  as 
integral  parts  of  their  culture.  Dancing  generally  involved  the  whole 
village,  either  as  active  participants  or  as  spectators.  Recorded  music  is 
not  a  satisfactory  substitute. 

Execution  of  these  contracts  is  necessary  because  of  special 
training  in  playing  traditional  rhythms  for  execution  of  African-Haitian, 
continued  excellence  of  Physical  Education  500  -  African  Dance.  Contractors 
agree  and  declare  that  they  are  qualified  to  perform  such  special  services  and 
that  they  are  willing  to  render  them.

in  accordance  with  provisions  of  applicable  law. 

Section  3.  In  order  to  serve  as  3591  College  Aide  during 
the  summer  session,  a  student  must  be  enrolled 
in  the  summer  session  for  3  or  more  units  at  the  City 
College  of  San  Francisco  or  6  or  more  weekly  class  hours 
in  the  Community  College  Centers.

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Authorization  for  the  agreement  between  City  College  of  San

of  San  Francisco  and  Orange  Coast  Community  College,  would  involve  no  extra 
cost  to  City  College  of  San  Francisco.
